HEN Prot Andrew Browning Baird, D.D., 
W of Manitoba College was partor of a 
‘ Presbyterian church tp Bdmonton dur 
ing the early “80's” bis ministerial life was 
made unbearable by the persistent and petty 
criticisms of a certain elder.

Penniless and Destitute, “Big Bill” Hay- 
wood Is an Outcast in a Dirty 
Moscow Hotel. 


‘73 1G BILL” daywood is throvgh. 
B Old and alone, penniless and des: 
titute, the man who a short time ago 
directed the destinies of the Industrial Workers 
of the World, once described as “the most sin- 
ister organization that ever threatened the 
peace of this continent,” sits day after day in 
an evil-smelling little room in a Moscow hotel 
drinking rank soviet tea by the gallon—a man 
without a country and a man without a friend. 
Haywood fled from 
America when he 
was facing a twen- 


ty-year prison sen- 
tence. He went to 
Soviet Russia to 
create an industrial 
utopia, He was 
given a high posi- 


tion and opportunity 
to work out his 
schemes, But he was 
a miserable failure. 

He was uncere- 
moniously kicked out 
of his mighty seat. 
He had had his ’ 
chance to prove that sii 
his plans for a heay- “Big Bill” Hayw sod, 
en on earth when “the masses should rise in 
their might and wrest the machinery of indus- 
try from’ the capitalists,” were feasible. He 
failed and the workers called for his resignation, 


His one eye, the eye that has flashed defi- 
ance to all of organized society, has lost its fire. 
it is dimmed with defeat He sits sipping his 
tea from a samovar and whining about what he 
will do, He does not want to return and begin 
serving his jail sentence, 


“IT am 60 years old. If I go to jail 1 will die 
there and | cannot do that,” he complains. 

And this is the man who is said .o have 
been responsible for millions of Jollars dam- 
uge to railroads, crops, factories and machines, 
The man who has time and again been accused 
of fomenting riots and creating industrial dis- 
turbances, 


His Russian project was tremendous in its 
magnitude, It was what is now called the 
Kuzbas autonomous industrial colony. With a 
group of other men from this side of the At- 
lantic, some of whom were ex-convicts and fugi- 
tives from justice, he was given complete con- 
trol of the great Nadejdinsky iron works in the 
Ural mountzcins. They included part of the coal 
mines in the Kosnetz basin and dozens of auxili- 
ary factories. He was to bring over from the 
United States and Canada 4.800 trained worlk- 
ers. A grant of $300,000 was made to help on 
the undertaking, Haywood was jubilant. lt was 
a great idea. 

After the first year 50 per cent. of the rev- 
enue was to be returned to the workers for 
division among themselves Abomt that time, 
Haywood was quoted as saying, “I will return 
to this country and I will return with $15,000,000 
worth of contracts to be filled in Canada and 
the United States. I guess I won't be molested 
by any governments tuen. The capitalists will 
to that.”

Many hundreds of men did go to Russia 
When they arrived they found that they could 
not adapt themselves to Russian conditions 
Things went from bad to worse. Then Haywood 
wus quietly removed from lis position and an 
expert industrial engineer replaced him. 

Meanwhile he had lost the support of the

consider him simply as a traitor to their cause 
and a bail-jumper.

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A CANDID ADMISSION. 


Trustee Barnes says there has been political 
manoeuvring in connection with the question of 
restoring extra representation on the public 
school board to the teachers’ alliance. There is no 
doubt about that. Politics was the beginning and 
end of the business, The teachers did not need 
representation other than was provided by the 
conference committee—are no better off with it— 
nre no more entitled to it than any other class of 
citizens and so far as known did not ask for it. 
The settlement made two years ago was treated 
as a scrap of paper and the soviet principle re- 
introduced simply as a cheap bid on the part of 
Mr. Barnes and his associates for the votes of the 
teachers at next fall's elections. 


A NEW ‘‘TRUST BUSTING”’ BILL. 


Premier King announces that a new bill to 
break up combines, mergers and trusts is to be 
put through at the present session of parliameut. 
The provisions of the bill will be awaited with 
considerable and general interest. Of late years 
the line of distinction between an allowable trade 
agreement and a non-permissible combine has be- 
come somewhat blurred. If the new measure for- 
bids agreements for price-fixing purposes it will 
play merry hob among the farmers’ co-operative 
societies and the labor unions. If it only hobbles 
people who have capital to invest, while leaving 
all others free to combine and boost prices or 
profits as they please, it will have to be defended 
on the principle that ‘‘What we are not in on we 


are against.” 


MONEY FOR COAST ELEVATORS. 


The bill providing a loan of five million dollars 
with which to build elevators at Vancouver was 
given its first reading in Parliament, seemingly 
without any opposition of a serious character. 
Considering the magnitude and multitude of the 
interests which profit through the eastward ship- 
ment of the prairie crop that speaks well for the 
members. It can be explained only on the suppo- 
sition that the eastern representatives refused to 
allow themselves to be used as megaphones by 
parties interested in keeping the grain traffic 
confined to the eastern route, and handed out 
justice to the West regardless of political conse- 
quences. The Alberta farmers and the people of 
British Columbia certainly have no ‘‘kick’’ com- 
ing as to the treatment of their petition for grain 
shipping facilities at the Coast. The response was 
prompt, and the amount provided is quite as large 
as could be expected. 


DOING IT BY DEGREES. 


Meyor Duggan says arrangements have been 
made with firms which did not pay their business 
taxes last year by which these arrears may be 
liquidated on the instalment plan, and that as a 
result the taxes are coming in at @ satisfactory 
rate. Perhaps property-owners wouid aiso find it 
easier to pay if they did it on the monthly or quar- 
terly basis. The instalment system has become 
quite common in respect to the purchase of motor 
care, phonographs, and other articles which cost 
more than the purchaser can conveniently spare 
at one time, but for some reason the payment of 
taxes on that plan does not seem to have gained 
popularity here or elsewhere, That certainly is not 
because the tax bill is not large enough to make it 
worth while go ‘‘chop it in chunks.’’ It might 
pay the cto offer something in the way of a 
discount to @hevurage taxpayers to turn in their 
taxes as rent is paid. 


WESTWARD, THE STAR “ETC.” 


Under the redistribution bill now before par- 
(ament Alberta will gain four new members, 
Saskatchewan five, Manitoba two and British 
Columbia one. Nova Scotia loses two members 
ind the other provinces retain their present repre- 
sentation. The House of Commons now consists 
of 285 members, and aftey redistribution there 
will be 245. The four western provinces will gain 
twelve members, and the three prairie provinces 
eleven. At present the prairle representation is 
something more than eighteen per cent of the 
total, and will be twenty-two percent after the 
readjustment. Despite regional crop failures,

A FAIRLY SAFE JOB. 


The disasters in New Mexico and British OCo- 
lumbia are reminders that coal mining in Alberta 
is a comparatively gafe occupation. There have 
been tragedies in mines in this province, but they 
happen seldom, and the loss of life is not to be 
compared with the toll taken in recent years by 
explosions which have occurred in other fields. 


The Alberta miner does not take the risk that his 
contemporaries elsewhere have to take when he 
goes to his daily task. His calling is here more 
nearly on a par with other occupations, as regards 
the danger of mecting injury or death while at 
work. 


BLIZZARDS BLOOKED RAILWAYS AND THE 
COAL BIN. 


While it has to be confessed that the weather 
in Alberta this week has been neither balmy nor 
calm there is some consolation in knowing that it 
has been behaving worse, actually or comparative- 
ly, nearly everywhere else, Vancouver diffidently 
admits that Tuesday was the coldest February 
day on record there, and followed that concession 
twenty-four hours later by reporting a couple of 
feet of snow. Manitoba and Saskatchewan agree 
that a real blizzard has been raging on the open 
prairie, and left the transportation system about 
as dead as King Tutenkhamen. Chicago, Detroit, 
Toronto, Montreal and New York in turn all note 
the arrival of the eastbound storm wave, and de- 
scribe it in a way to lead a critical-minded stranger 
to suspect that there was not much difference 
between what occurred in those parts end the 
‘howler’? which swept the plains a day earlier. 
Alberta, as usual, got the best of what was going. 
It has been a week of ‘‘solid’’ cold weather, with 
a good deal more wind than thers seemed to be 
any need for. But we have neither had to lengthen 
the thermometer at the bottom end nor have we 
had anything that resembled a blizzard. In fact 
there hasn't been a decent flurry of snow all week, 
and there has been no drifting, unless in the open 
country along the eastern border. Trains are run- 
ning on time, except those which got tangled up 
in snow banks in the mountains or in Saskatche- 
man, the local street railway system has been 
functioning as usual, and there are no reports of 


tie-ups or disloeations anywhere. At the worst the 
residents of this province only paid the penalty 
of the company they have to keep. With the 
water pipes exploding in Vancouver and a Nor’ 
Wester roaring across the prairies, the province 
in between naturally had to suffer ‘‘in sympathy,’’ 
though not in proportion. 

Albertans have alao the more substantial satis- 
faction of knowing that they have the means of 
keeping their homes and business places warm 
and their industries going, with no more trouble 
or expense than that of.digging it out of the 
ground. The foundation of a large section of this 
province is constructed of coal. How vast the 
deposit may be in area and how far down it may 
extend are matters of only idle speculation, There 
is more of the combustible material ‘‘in sight’’ 
than will be required in the next ten thousand 
years, and that is about as far ahead as the present 
generation can be expected to take a personal and 
practical interest in the fuel question. Most of the 
people in this province live neighbor to a coal 
mine; even the towns along the eastern boundary 
are only a few hours run from operating pits. 
There is a world of comfort, as well as a material 
advantage, in living in a coal producing territory 
in times like these. It tempers the fury of the 
wintry blast to know that the bin is full and that 
it can be re-filled without any doubt or delay 
when it gets empty. Albertans probably cannot 
appreciate the mental hardships they escape by 
being within easy reach of an inexhaustible sup- 
ply of coal. Those of them who have spent a win- 
ter on the prairie can better understand the anxi- 
ety that makes life miserable for the dweller there 
when his bin gets low and a driving storm blocks 
the railways upon which he has to depend to bring 
a new supply from mines hundreds of miles away. 
Under those circumstannes the house-holder has 
to worry first whether and when he can get coal, 
before he begins to worry about the price. Here- 
abouts there is no uncertainty on that score. There 
is coal at the other end of the telephone, any 
amount of it, and it can be delivered tomorrow or 
the day after if not today. The material advan- 
tages aside, there is peace of mind in that fact. A 
peace, by the way, that is enjoyed by only a min- 
ority of the residents of this continent, The vast 
majority of people living in the pathway of the 
storm that swept across the continent this week 
have to depend upon blocked railways and distant 
mines for the fuel to keep themselves from freez- 
ing. Not so with the Albertan. The question of 
whether he can get coal does not trouble him a bit. 
He knows, to an absolute and comfortable cer 
tainty, that he can get it when he needs it. 

Not only that. We get something out of a storm 
wave that sweeps across the prairie country. It 
seems to be an illogical arrangement that the part 
of the country that has to import its fuel is the 
part that gets the blizzards which tie up the rail 
ways; while the part where coal is found in un- 
measured quantities misses the worst of the 
storms. But such is the case, and the people of 
Alberta are the beneficiaries. We have the coal, 
and we do not get the continuous cold or the 
severe storms which put the railways out of action 
on the open plains. Saskatchewan and Manitoba 
import their coal largely from Alberta, and send 
their money here to pay for it. The more coal they 
need the more money comes into Alberta and goes 
into circulation here, the more men ean be em- 
ployed, the more wages paid, the more buying aud 

| selling can be done among ourselves, It seems @ 
| cruel line of reasoning, but it is sound; the colder 
jand rougher the weather on the prairies it 
| appears the better for the Alberta coa! producing 
industry, and therefore for everyone who makes 
his living in Alberta. If we have to share in the 
discomforts of low temperatures and bowling 
| winds we at least collect compensation, by way of 
rush orders for coal from prairie points and an 
inflow of money to pay for the fuel that must be

Whatever may be the outcome of 
the prosent squabble in jumior 
hockey, one thing stands out very 
clear and that is the necessity of a 
complete reconstruction of the sys- 
tem of handling that branch of the 
gome.

For the average vocalist there is 
no better teacher today than the 
Phonograph record, yet this fact 
continues to be ignored by hundreds 
of alnging pupils. 

All can be attidents from good re- 


cords, for they present nearly perfect i 


atudies in einging by the great ar- 
tists. Thews records may not be able 
to tell how to do things, but they will 
show practically how to overcome 
obstacles. In records, too. one wil! 
find the most finished example of 
the indiwdual singer's art, and for 
this reason; it is tar more difficult 
to ps a record than to sing In con- 
cert. 


To get proper value out of records, | 


the first. necessities are a good mu- 
sical ear ard strict attention to lis- 
tening. A method must be followed 
in studying from records, just as in 
studying anything else. Phonograph 
records show, among other things, 
what a full, beautiful quality of tone 
is, evenness of tone in runs and 
ecales, how the voice should be man- 
aged in singing difficult intervals, 
the varlety that may be obtained in 
coloring the tone, that is, in making 
it dark and covered, or Ight and 
brilliant. And, as well, they show 
how many varieties there are in 
shading these extremes. In addition, 
there is the invaluable advantage of 
hearing the interpretation of great 
selections of great artists. For the 
young ‘vocaliat records of simple 
songs are the hardest of all to sing 
flawlessly. 

There are no better records for 
the ginger as a study than those 
made by celebrated violinists. The 
management of the voice in sustain-

Close to Fort Norman, a seam of 
coal reaches down to the river; it 
has been burning since the time Mac- 
kenzie's canoe first cleaved the 
northiand waters, and will possibly 
burn for ecnturies still. It is quite 
visible from the decks of the river 
steamers, and day and night a thin 
wisp of smoke curls upward; white 
traders of the hinterland eay that 
this seam extends right to the Arc- 
tic coast from the Mackenzie river, 
and that further signs of the smoul- 
dering coal mey be seen on the Great 
Slave lake. Who first lit this under- 
ground conflagration with his tinder 
stick no one knows, but the native 
son stoutly affirms that Weesakapak 
was responsible. Here is the story: 

Two beavers, one large and one 
emall were travelling down the Mac 
kenzie river, followed by Weesaka- 
tak, who waa extremely hunary. At 
what is now known as Fort Norman 
the spirit put on a sprint, caught up 
with the smaller beaver and prepar. 
ed for a meal. He then made a fire 
on the bank of the river and held the 
beaver over the blaze to roast. The 
beaver was of a great fatness; the 
grease from the animal caught fire 
and the whole was consumed. Much 
chagrinned at losing his meal Wee- 
#akajak with suitable incantations 
pronounced “This fire shall burn 
until the end of the world.” It is

Berens was standing at thé post door 
watching the dog teama of the first 
arrivals coming down the river. who 
once they had performed the usual 
hand shaking ceremony asked if the 
trader had seen the people who ar- 
rived before them. Assured that 
they were the first to come in for 
the season, the Indians stated that 
they had heard the sound of many 
sleigh bells, and not being satified a 
thoreugh search was made of the 
nelghboring country which revealed 
no sign of other travellers but them- 
selves. Round the camp fires that 
night the matter was thoroughly dis- 
cussed, it being finally settled to 
their natisfaction by the tribal medi- 
cine man who announced “The tra- 
veller was Weesakajak; he must go 
through the country to let the people 
know he ts in the world.” 


Good Medicine. 


The Indians of the north were, 
and are still strong believers in

CHASSIS OILING 
NEEDS PLENTY OF 


Whether Grease or Fluid Oil is 
Used the Job Must be Well 
Done at all Times 


Chaasis lubrication—the lubrica- 
tion of spring bolts, steering gear 
connections and the like—requires 
more time and labor than any other 
single car maintenance operation, 
that is, whon it is attended to often 
enough. Most instruction books call 
for “dally attention” to these bear- 
ings or specify that they shall be 
lubricated every 150 miles, but this 
requirement is seldom lived up to 
and even if very fair attention ts ac- 
corded, wear nevertheless soon be- 
comes noticeable and the car be- 
comes rattly on this account. It is 
not usual for spring-pins and dush- 
ings and geteering-gear devices and 
pins to require two or three replace- 
ments, during the average life of a 
car. Of late, a controversy has been 
going on concerning the relative ad. 
vantages of grease and fluid oils for 
the lubrication of chassis parte and 
bew methods of applying these lubri- 
cants have been making their ap- 
pearance. The entire question !s one 
of great actua! importance, but is far 
from being settled, as is evidenced 
by the great diversity of practice on 
the part of car manufacturers, some 
using of] and some grease, with a 
considerable variety of feeding de- 
vices. Experience has shown that a 
bearing which makes less than a ful! 
rotation, such as a sping-eyo bearing, 
does not reliably distribute over its 
entire surface the grease which is 
supped it, serious wear taking place 
at the “dry’ portions. Further, 1f a 
heavy grease or even a soft grease, 
thickened by cold, is used it is very 
difficult to force it through the pas- 
wages to the bearing surfaces, especi- 
ally if the lubricant therein has be- 
come hardened, as the fresh grease 
will equeeze back, past the threads 
of the ordinary grease cup, rather 
than enter the bearing. Instead of 
entering between surfaces having 
heavy pressure between them (where 
it is most needed), grease tends to 
escape to lightly loaded portions of 
@ bearing oll, on the other hand 
has the inherent ability to distribute

I have hed experience of quite a| 


number of brand new cars lately. In 
every cage they had ‘been paased out 
as “ready for the road" by an offi- 
cial whose job is to O.K them, 
though in each case I was advised to 
ao slow for the first three hundred 
miles or so. 

Personally I would prefer the 
firm's roed tester to go slow for 
these odd hundreds of miles before 
handing the car over. 


Seiffness. 

Before the atiffness is worn off the 
engine there ‘9 a chance of internal 
troubles showing themselves, and in 
any case a new car is not thoroughly 
tested until it is thoroughly run in. 
BHome firme do this. The majority do 
not. 

On the other hand, some people 
who buy cars iike to etart from tha 
very beginning, and resent the mile- 
age used up in e thorough test.

representing thousands of miles of 
adventure. ~

An Ordeal. 

For 600 miles, if possible, the car 
should ‘be cun at a epeed of no more 
than from 20 to 25 miles an hour, 
On a broad, wide road this in a tre- 
mendous ordeal. The temptation to 
let her out ts almost irresistible, and 
the exercise of restraint under such 


circumstances may be classed as one | 


of the prime virtues. But to give 
way to temptation may cripple the 
car In its infancy. 

Another wel] known form of 
cruelty is tn connection with the 
self-starter. This should be used 
cautiously, especially when the en- 
@ine ta stiff. If you cannot start tho 
car yourself by cranking over the 
starting handle, then the aelf-startor 
cannot do eo. It is posgemmed of no 
epecial magic. 

It does the same as you when you 
uee the @arting handle, that is it 
cranks r the engine. Prime up 
the engine as you would if you had 
to atart it yourself. Only keep the 
e@e)f-starter going e few seconds and 
if the engine will net start prime 
again. us'ng any of the hundred and 
one tips for enay etarting.
